Regarding independent claim 1 , prior art of record fails to show or reasonably 

suggest structure for claimed invention taken in its entirety including receiving program 
data, wherein the program data includes digital broadcast television programs, an 
address of a scheduling web site, and an authorization code to authorize access to one 
of the programs, along with receiving EPG data from the received scheduling web site, 
and sending an order to the scheduling web site for one of the programs via a LAN 
connection. 
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Regarding independent claim 16, prior art of record fails to show or reasonably 
suggest a method for claimed invention taken as a whole, including broadcasting the 
digital programming and an address of the scheduling website to a receiver module at 
the set top terminal, wherein the received web site provides an electronic program 
guide, and receives program orders from a LAN connector, and the scheduling web site 
sends an authorization to authorize access to one of the programs. 

Regarding independent claims 43 and 52, prior art of record fails to show or 
reasonably suggest a method and corresponding structure for claimed invention taken 
as a whole including receiving program data from a digital broadcast cable television 
delivery network, wherein the program data includes broadcast programs, an address of 
a scheduling web site, and an authorization code to authorize access to one of the 
programs, along with receiving EPG data from the received scheduling web site, and 
sending an order to the scheduling web site for one of the programs.
